W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 3.—Several im­ 
portant. plans for improving the postal 
service have just become operative. 
The principal one is the general re­ 
duction of postage rates for Cape Col­ 
ony, Free State and all other countries 
not embraced in the univexsal postal 
union. 
Under the provisions of the 
new scheme a ll 
tries will now en­ 
joy uniform rates except Canada and 
Mexico, for which special rates have 
long been in vogue. 
The change re­ 
sults in a reduction of rates for ordi­ 
nary mails from IC to 5 cents on a half 
ounce and for newspapers from 3 to I 
cent for two ounces. 
The new arrangem ent for facilitat­ 
ing foreign mails from Boston, Phila­ 
delphia, Baltimore, Chicago and St. 
Louis has also gone into operation. 
This allows the present system of hav­ 
ing the regular mails handled and way- 
billed at the New York office, hut also 
provides for sending additional mails 
by later trains, which leave in time to 
make direct 
connections 
with the 
steamers, messengers being stationed 
at the depots to carry the mail direct 
to the vessels. 
A change in the series of the newspa­ 
per and periodical stamps will go into 
operation this week, involving general 
changes in denominations and colors, 
though m aintaining the general char­ 
acteristics. 
The new denominations 
are I, 2, J, 5, IO, 25 and 50 cents, and 
$2, $5, SIO, $20, $50 and $100. 
The de 
nominations continued are 4, 6, 8, 12, 
24, 36, 48, 60, 72, 84, 06 and 92 cents and 
$cs, $6, $9, $12, $24, $36, 
$48 and SCO.

Pennsylvania R ailroad Tim e. 
There was a time when folks used to 
sot their watches by the tow n clock. 
Nowadays the railway timepiece seems 
to set the pace. There is so lunch travel­ 
ing aud so many have to catch trains 
that men try to keep railroad time. 
Few think, however, how difficult it 
is to keep that same railroad time 
straight. 
A bad watch or false time, 
even to the extent of a minute or two, 
might easily involve the destruction of 
a train and many lives. 
Conductors 
and engineers not only must have good 
time keeping watches, but they must 
have a very accurate standard of time 
to go by. 
All clocks vary, but most 
clocks vary too much for railroad ac­ 
curacy. 
All over the great Pennsylvania sys­ 
tem the clocks are regulated every 24 
hours by telegraph from Altoona, where 
they get the standard time in seconde 
from Washington. The conductors and 
engineers running out of Philadelphia 
get their time from the clock in the ro ­ 
tunda at the Broad street station, the 
big one iii the center just outside the 
; waiting room, which occupies the same 
< position in the new* station tiiat it did 


I iii the old. This clock, which cost over 
$400, is considered awonder and in the 
old station seldom varied more than 
two seconds in the 24 hours. It lias not 
been doing quite so well since taken 
down and put up again, but is improv­ 
ing and is so much better than any oth­ 
er clock known that nobody thinks of 
changing it, and in all probability iii a 
little while, when it. gets accustomed to 
its position and surroundings, it will 
come as near perfect accuracy as it ever 
has in its history. —Philadelphia Times.
